ments.

—.ore ot this doctor's articles would 
bo published in that paper brought 
back the advertisements. A paper in 
a large city inadvertently permitted 
a letter to be printed in its contrib- 
uting columns criticising a certain 
department store for (he remark of 
an employment manager.

to a young lady seeking employment, 
wbcn she said lhat she could" not live 
qn the wage that was offered, 
"You 


know you can find a gentleman 
friend here in the store." Instead ot 
discharging that employment mana- 
gcr. the advertising was taken away 
from the newspaper. 
For years the 


patent medicine trust, which sold 
sweetened water as a care for every- 
thing from billiousness to cancer at 
$1 per bottle, was able to stave off 
hostile legislation by subsidizing the 
newspapers with their lying adver- 
tisements.
